LONDON". Mar 7. — The in- 


demnity conference has ended 
in a rupture and the negotia- 
tions have been dL-;ontinued 
according to an official an- 
nouncement by the French 
delegates this afternoon. The

Dr. Simon«. German foreign minis-

He began by saying that he could 


not accept the Paris indemnity de- 
cisions of the allies in their entirety. 


"Because of differences of opinion 


and the difficulties of our own govern- 
ment we have abandoned the idea of 
presenting a new plan," said the Ger- 
man foreign minister. 


"Even the allies experts cannot fore- 


see the final toal of the amount Ger- 
manv is being called upon to pay. It 
would be impossible to forecast the 
Hnal total until five years have elapsed. 
Therstojre we sUnd ready to do what 
, we can to meet the Paris figures tor a 
' period of five years. But if this Is to 
be done we roust have a loan. Upper 
Silesia must remain German. 
The 


restrictions upon our world commerce 
must be abolished.'' 


Premier Lloyd George as spokesman 


for the allies, replied to Dr. Simons. 


"Altho there is no doubt what the 


allies" answer will be. owing to gravity 
of the situation, we are prepared to 
give a reasoned answer at St. James 
palace this afternoon," said the pre- 
mier. 
The crowds around Lancaster house

The people cheered 
loudly when Premier Lloyd George and 
former chancellor of the exchequer A. 
Bonar Law appeared, having walked 
from 10 Downing street.
